Dawson. 

In  1958  the  Aklavik  manager  made  his  jour- 
ney by  chartered  plane  carrying  cash  and 
equipment  for  a branch  at  the  New  Aklavik, 
our  moat  important  fur  trading  and  federal 


government  adminiatrative  centre  In  the 
Western  Arctic. 

Five  veer*  ago,  Aklavik,  founded  in  1912,  waa 
a town  sinking  into  the  permafrost  of  the  Arctic 
muskeg  because  it*  warmth  had  thawed  the 
surface.  Today  t Mb  New  Aklavik.  33  miles  to  the 
east,  is  the  site  of  a $5,000,000  airport  under 
construction,  and  a base  for  oil  exploration,  aa 
well  aa  a centre  of  reindeer  herding,  fur  trading 
and  missionary  work.  It  is  also  an  outpoet  of 
the  Distant  Early  Warning  line  on  our  north- 
ern frontier.

A DISTINGUISHED  German  physicist, 
Professor  Werner  Heisenberg,  direc- 
tor of  the  physical  institute  of  the  Max 
Planck  Society  at  Goettingen,  said  in  an 
address  there  this  week  that  he  and  asso- 
ciates have  developed  a mathematical 
equation  from  which  the  structure  of  the.- 
cosmos  might  be  explained.  While  the 
formula,  developed  in  extension  of  the 
late  Dr.  Albert  Einstein’s  work  in  the 
same  field,  appears  to  be  correct  it  may 
require  a year  or  more  to  test  it  with 
satisfactory  proof,  the  Nobel  prize  winner 
explained.  The  formal  announcement 
naturally  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the 
scientific  world,  for  any  equation  which 
could  suggest  a unified  field  for  physical 
phenomena  such  as  light,  heat,  electricity, 
gravitation  and  nuclear  energy  for 
example  might  in  it*-elf  be  an  advance 
for  the  human  mind  beyond  knowledge 
in  its  present  state. 

Speetaeular  gains  in  the  sphere  of 
physical  science  have  been  tumbling  over 
each  other  in  the  latter  decades  of  this 
century,  sometimes  to  the  bewilderment 
of  mankind.  The  life-long  work  of  Dr. 
Einstein  opened  many  new  doors  to 
inquiry,  but  left  as  many  questions  for 
the  future  as  it  provided  answers  in  the 
present.  Physicists  above  all  have  been 
seeking  some  means  of  drawing  together 
the  jig-saw  pieces  of  this  knowledge  and 
fitting  them  Into  some  understandable 
whole;  and  it  has  long  been  believed  that 
all  physical  phenomena  must  operate  in 
a unified  field.  It  is  the  proof,  however. 


that  lias  been*  lacking.  For  that  reason 
Professor  Heisenberg's  announcement  will 
receive  instant  attention  throughout  the 
world;  while  substantiation  of  the  new 
theory  would  make  it  one  of  the  scientific 
triumphs  of  the  century. 

Unfortunately  the  sublimation  of  that 
which  is  difficult  and  abstruse  about  the 
cosmos  in  a single  mathematical  equa- 
tion. while  it  may  delight  the  scientists, 
is  not  likelv  to  settle  the  matter  for  man- 
kind. Beyond  a unified  field  which  might 
be  presumed  to  solve  all  riddles,  there 
would  remain  the  human  one.  Why 
through  untold  centuries  has  man  acted 
ns  he  has  done?  Of  what  avail  new 
heights  of  scientific  achievement  if  neigh- 
bora  living  on  each  side  of  a common 
border  cannot  agree?  Beyond  the  vast  and 
almost  unimaginable  ability  to  destroy, 
when  will  mankind  learn  to  build?  The 
questions  are  inexhaustible.  There,  per- 
haps. is  the  real  riddle  of  the  universe 

A student  once  asked  Sir  James  Jeans, 
an  outstanding  British  physicist,  what  was 
Die  shape  of  the  universe  beyond  the 
known  galaxies  and  unseen  immensities 
in  space.  He  thought  for  a moment  and 
then  said  it  had  been  likened  by  some  to 
the  surface  of  a balloon  in  the  envelope 
of  which  the  distant  galaxies  could  be 
traced.  It  was  natural,  he  conceded,  for 
finite  minds  to  seek  definition  because 
infinity  was  Iteyond  the  scope  of  human 
Intellect.  “But  for  my  part."  he  added, 
"the  universe  might  be  compared  to  a 
thought  in  the  mind  of  God." 


What  the  Record  Shows 


TN  the  argument  about  the  proposal  of 
-I  a UN  police  force  for  the  Middle  East 
it  is  said  that  although  now  claiming 
credit  for  the  idea  the  Conservatives 
bitterly  attacked  Mr.  Pearson  when  he 
introduced  it  to  the  UN.  That  Is  not  so. 
The  then  secretary  of  state  for  external 
affairs  came  under  opposition  fire  in  the 
Commons  because  he  had  needlessly  lined 
up  at  the  UN  table  with  Russia  and  the 
United  States  against  Great  Britain. 

It  is  worthwhile  recalling  the  facts. 
On  Nov.  1,  1956,  a resolution  came  More 
the  General  Assembly  to  consider  a cease- 
fire in  the  Suez  area.  Britain  and  France 
objected  but  it  passed,  with  Mr.  Pearson, 
although  no  doubt  acting  on  instructions 
from  Ottawa,  voting  for  Canada  in  its 
favor.  Canada  could  have  abstained,  as 
Australia  did,  thus  showing  sympathy  for 
British  difficulties  without  prejudice  to 
the  outcome  of  the  vote. 

Mr.  Pearson  abstained  an  hour  or  so 
later  when  a U.S.  resolution  was  put  and 
passed  calling  for  a cease-fire,  thus  demon- 
strating thart  abstention  is  customary  at 
the  UN  and  could  have  been  the  attitude 
• 


adopU*d  by  Canada  with  the  first  vote. 
After  the  second  vote  he  explained  this 
abstention  by  saying  the  resolution  was 
not  positive  enough,  and  two  days  later 
he  introduced  the  resolution  calling  for  a 
UN  police  force,  which  was  adopted. 

This  procedure  was  the  nub  of  the 
Conservative  criticism  at  the  time;  the 
bins  shown  against  Britain  by  open  dis- 
sent when  it  would  have  been  sufficient 
by  abstention  in  the  first  vote  to  indicate 
to  Britain  its  disapproval  of  the  Suez 
intervention.  When  taken  together  with 
Prime  Minister  St.  Laurent’s  later  refer- 
ence In  the  Commons  to  the  “supermen" 
of  Europe,  in  its  context  obviously  aimed 
at  Britain,  and  by  association  his  linking 
of  the  Suez  action  to  the  Hungary  mas- 
sacre. it.  is  no  wonder  that  Conservatives 
found  ampl£  cause  to  challenge  IJberal' 
actions  during  that  period. 

With  an  election  now  on  it  is  well 
that  the  course  of  the  Suez  events,  and 
Canada's  part  in  them,  should  be  remem- 
hered.  The  Liberals  may  have  changed 
their  tune  now-  but  their  feelings  for  the 
British  connection  then  were  plainly  dis- 
closed.

Can  the  Electrical  Workers 
Justify  Strike  Action? 

Here  is  the  record 

of  how  much  electrical  workers  earn, 
of  how  much  extra  they  are  demanding, 
of  how  much  they  were  offered  in  settlement. 

, of  how  this  compares  with  rates  paid  in  other 
cities  in  Canada. 

Read  this  — and  see  if  they 
are  justified  in  strike  action 

There  are  a number  of  categories  of  work  done  by  electrical  workers,  calling  for  vari- 
ous degrees  of  skill,  and  various  wage  rates.  For  purposes  of  simple  comparison,  we 
shall  quote  the  example  of  a B.C.  Electric  journeyman  lineman,  married,  with  10  years’ 
experience. 

His  present  basic  wage  rate  is  $2.41 1 -j  per  hour.  In  addition  to  this  he  receives  bene- 
fits valued  by  the  company  at  an  additional  41.9  cents  per  hour,  bringing  his  total 
compensation  to  $2.83  per  hour.  (These  benefits  do  not  include  company  payments 
for  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  unemployment  insurance,  and  the  statutory  require- 
ment of  two  weeks'  annual  vacation  with  pay.) 

This  is  what  the  average  B.C.  Electric  lineman  earned  last  year: 

Straight  time  $5,023.20 

Overtime  553.02 

Benefits  808.70 

Total  ..  $6,384.92 

30  per  cent  of  our  own  electrical  union  employees  get  higher  rates  of  pay 


than  a journeyman  lineman. 

Had  he  accepted  the  conciliation  board  award  offered  to  him,  as  the  company 


accepted  it.  he  would  then  receive  an  increase  of  19  per  cent  which  would 


bring  his  hourly  earnings,  including  benefits,  to  S3.36  by  August  1958,  an  in- 


crease  of  53  cents  an  hour. 


With  the  award  fully  implemented  his  annual  earnings  for  the  same  hours  of  work 
would  be  as  follows: 

Straight  time  $6,000.80 

Overtime  660.64 

Benefits — 818.60 

Total  $7,580.04 

However,  he  is  demanding  an  increase  of  40  per  cent.  He  wants  $3.38  per  hour,  plus 
53  cents  per  hour  benefits,  for  a total  of  $3.91  per  hour,  or  a total  increase  of  $1.08 
per  hour. 

HOW  DOES  THIS  COMPARE 
WITH  THE  REST  OF  CANADA? 

Rates  paid  to  our  journeyman  linemen  in  Rritish  Columbia  are  higher  lhan  in  any 
other  province  in  Canada  for  similar  work.  Here  is  a comparison  with  other  cities  in 
Canada  of  basic  hourly  wages,  exclusive  of  benefits.  In  all  rases  the  total  of  B.C. 
Electric  benefits  exceeds  that  in  other  cities:
